It 
is not feasible for th® British to use the type X imchine for the 
deciphering of material sent in our 134-C. In view of the fact that 
th® Us,-vy is progressing with this project and the distribution of 
the type X is analogous to our distribution of the 134-C, down to and 
including diwisions, this attachment appears to be a ready solution to 
high command intercommunications enabling us to maintain our own 
cry'ptog laphic security by using the 134-C without this attachment, 

3* Below diTision, the British have very little to offer 
comparable in cryptographic security, ease of operation or speed with 
the M-209. The U- 2&9 has been discussed previously for joint air 
operations. Its inclusion in any discussion for land operation will 
not be presenting any informeticn to the British of which they are 
not at th® present time aware,
